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BAYONNE INDUSTRIAL HIGHWAY 


We were visited July 29 by Assemblyman Hughes of Hudson County and a 
committee of Bayonne officials and industrial executives who are 
vitally interested in early construction of the proposed East Side 
Industrial Highway there. 


At the outset the State Highway Engineer detailed our efforts to date 
and emphasized the vast amount of preliminary work that has already 
gone into the project. Cons truc tion nlans are only a few weeks from 
completion and right of way plans need only final checking before the 
city of Bayonne can proceed with its part of the bargain - conveying the 


necessary land upon which the Highway Department may build the road, 


The committee was satisfied with our progress to date and our suggestion 
that efforts be made to place the road on the Federal Aid Secondary 
System, We explained the necessity for getting federal aid for its 


construction and that this was the mly apparent avenue open to us. 


In response to our request the committee agreed to present us with de- 
tails on the economic and other benefits that the proposed highway 
will produce in order that we can make our case just as strong as 
possible in requesting fie Bureau of Public Roads to participate in 
the project, which was estimated to be in the neighborhood of a ‘32 


million undertaking. 
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RECRUITMENT AND TRAINING 


During the month of July, eight young men were started on our six-month 
orientation training program which will precede their assignments to 
permanent positions. In the group-were three civil engineers (two with 
majors in geology and engineering) whose ultimte assignment will be 
with our Soils Bureau. One graduate in ceramic engineering will be 
assigned to our Testing Bureau. A landscape architect and one employee 
in the highway analyst field completed the group. We are revising our 
brochures for use in the college recru‘tment program during the 1957-58 


sholastic year. 
SAFETY PROGRAM 


In connection with our accelerated highway construction program, our 
Safety Office is making a survey of safety precautions used by con- 
tractors doing work for the Highway Department, The aim of the sur- 
vey is to provide the motoring public with the safest possible passage 
through construction areas by noting present shortcomings and seeing to 


it that they be corrected. 
CONSTRUCTION 


"Good weather" conditions have resulted in fine progress on most of our 
current contracts. The cement strike affected practically all of our 
construction to a degree, but only a few contracts had to be shut dow 


completely. Bridges, curb and other structural work were hardest hit. 
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CONSTRUCTION, cont'd 


In most cases a rescheduling of work items permitted the contractor 
to keep in operation. Although settlement of the strike has been 
achieved, we anticipate it will take a little while for some of our 


contracts to get back on full schedule again. 
UNDERGROUND ROCK LOCATION 


The accurate location of underground rock formtims is one of the 
more basic necessities to development US the construction plans that 
will be used in building New Jersey's new interstate freeways. This 


is particularly so with relation to the northern part of our State, 


An apparatus that enables the necessary measurements to be made with- 
out actene ie borings or probings was constructed several years ago 

by personnel of our Soild Bureau. It was patterned after similar equip- 
ment then in use by the Bureau of Public Roads. Basically, it involves 
introducing a direct electric current into the ground and measuring the 
potential drop between two electrodes. The various types of earth 
composition provide different degrees of resistance to flow of the 


electric current. 


Use of this equipment is now paying off in sreatly increased production 
at lower cost. During July the crew using this apparatus made determi- 


nations of rock location at 90 points along proposed alignment of F.A.I. 
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UNDERGROUND ROCK LOCATION, cont'd 


Route 101 between Wharton and Netcong. If the same crew had been using 
conventional boring apparatus, it could have made only 15 determinations 


within the same period of time. 


Cost comparisons made by our Soils Bureau show conventional boring oper- 
ations in this same area would have cost more than 10 times as much to 
produce the same results. Whereas conventional boring averages {1,80 
per foot of horizontal surface alignment, determination by use of the 


electrical apparatus costs only 15¢ pe foot. 
GOVERNOR'S RADIO AND TELEVISION PROGRAM 


The State Highway Department on August 11 was the subject of the last 
of a series of radio and television programs on state government, Gover- 


nor Meyner had as his guest the Highway Commissioner. 


The program dealt largely with the Department's success in reducing 
accidents and fatalities on state highways by construction of center 
barriers, creeper lanes, jug handle turns, overpasses, and other safety 


devices¢ 


Motion pictures of many of these installations were used, together with 


rear projection stills. 


Also highlighted was the Department's increased production over the 


past three years: from an annual program of j25 million in 195-55

GOVERNOR'S RADIO AND TELEVISION PROGRAM, cont'd 
to $71 million in 1956-57, an increase of almost 300 percent. 
SAVINGS BOND PROGRAM 


Representatives of the U. S. Treasury Department and the State Treasur- 
er's Office met with 22 key people of our organization for discussion 
of the current U. S. Savings Bond program. As a result we hope for in- 
creased participation by Highway personnel in the bond program. As our 
participation by salaried employees is now close to the State average, 


special emphasis will be directed to our hourly-rate workers. 
ENGINEFRING SALARIES 


After a long period of negotiation between this Department and Civil 
Service y approval has been received for up-grading the entrance level 
of engineering classifications, This required elimination of one 
engineering title by combining it with two others, It is expected 
that the overall change will react to the Department's advantage in 
recruitment and also in retaining present personnel in the lower engi- 


neering grades.

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CONTRACTOR'S PREQUALIFICATION 


In view of the Department's vastly increased construction volume, it 
was deemed advisable to review our present system of prequalifying 
contractors in order that the State may be assured of maximum pro- 


tection and an adequate supply of reliable bidders and constructors. 


The matter was the subject of lengthy discussion at our regular staff 
meeting last week. To accomplish the desired result we are consider- 
ing re-evaluating the three basic standards of prequalificatio, name- 


ly, Performance, Equipment and Finances. 


In line with this thought a new reporting form has been developed and 
its use extended to augment our records on how satisfactorily individu- 


al constructors actually operate in the field. 
MEETINGS 


The following are a few of the more important meetings held during the 


past month: 


On July 11 Senator McCay, Assemblyman Haines, Burlington County Free- 
holders and Palmyra officials visited us to discuss over-all State 
highway needs in the county. Of course, many of the improvements re- 
quested would have to come from State funds. Others, such as Route 73

On our July 16 visit to Delaware we met with ex-Congressman McDowell 
and members of the Delaware Memorial Bridge Commission and received 
from them a propositon whereby the bridge people would back the ferry 
venture. As you know, the whole matter was canceled out the next day 
when the Delaware Legislature failed to approve a bill for this pur- 
pose. Result - an entirely new set-up and negotiations shortly after

The construction will be the first of the proposed 70 mile long 
Freeway that will ultimately extend from the Holland Tunnel to the 
Delaware River in the Phillipsburg area, 

Completion of the 2.3 mile section at Clinton will immediately 
serve to relieve traffic congestion on the present two-lane portion 
of Route U.S. 22 through Clinton by acting as a by-pass. It will 
connect at each end with existing dualized portions of Route U.S. 22. 

Plans for the work call for complete construction of the 
facility in one contract in 2.0 working days.

During the entire period 
the existing traffic on local intersecting roads will be maintained 
through the work area. 

All bids will be reviewed by State Highway Department and 


Federal Bureau of Public Roads engineers prior to awarding the 


contract. 
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
